distinctly defined among the Kaffirs ot 
South Africa. The husband does not 
expect his wife to build the kraal, or 
hut That is his work. It takes front 
fite hundred to a thousand young trees- 
to make the beehive kind of dwelling: 
which is ia favor and which is excel- 
lently adapted for protection. When 
the husband has erected the hut it is 
the wife's piace to cut grass, carry it 
home, and thatch the kraal once a 
year. She looks after all that is need- 
ed iu the hut, cooks the food, gets the 
firewood, and makes Hie beer, which 
is not a small task, for the men drink 
it in immense quantities. It is made 
from millet arid mealies, and is miiJT 
but Intoxicating. Until quite recently 
everything was carried on the head, 
A Zulu woman will carry 200 pouutla 
of mealies iii this fashion. Whan a 
Kaffir was first seen carrying a load by 
the hand instead oi on his head, the 
Dutch thought H a dangerous imita- 
tion 
of European fashion. Women 


have so far asserted themselves as to- 
refuse to hoe the mealies for planting, 
but they will weed. A woman goes 
about with her baby tied on her back, 
while nhe rocks herself and croons to 
it. When a man dies his widow may, 
H she chooses, become the wife of his- 
brother. She stays at the kraal, snd 
all the children, iae!udiag those of the • 
new marriage, .are held to belong to 
her eldest son, who takes his father's, 
place as guardian, and has the privil- 
ege of using, supposedly for the com- 
mon good, all the wages of the yonng- 
er sons. It thug sometimes happens 
that a 
little boy is head.... nynr his , 


mother and older sisters. If the widow 
does not choose to marry the brother, 
but takes another husband, she los«s 
all control of her children, who stay 
in their father's kraal.—Youth's Com- 
panion..

TARIFF DUTIES AND THEIR 


EFFECT ON PRICES. 


What is the relation of .American 


tariff duties to the admittedly success- 
talinvasion oi European markets by 
American manufactures of iron and 
steel? 


The present tariff laws impose these 


specific duties: $4 per tob on imports 
of foreign pig iron, $7,84 per ton on 
steel rails, 113.44 per toa on steel ship 
plates. 


• On our entire [imports of iron and 


steel manufactures of eyery kind for 
the year 1899—the total Talue whereof: 
was$12,607,940—duties amouating to 
f5,140,785 were collected. This gives I 
us aa arerage adTalorem duty on all | 
foreign made iron and steel goods of 
43.53 per cent. 


These, duties are nearly prohibitive 


of iron and steel imports already, and 
their tendency is to become absolutely 
BO. 
This is clearly shown by the fact 


that within twenty, years the United 


Hope springs eternal in the human 


breast—at least, this seems to be true 
of that part of President McKinley's 
aaatomy. He has set the secretary of 
state to work botching up a new canal 
treaty out of the fragments of the Hay 
conventiom, the seaate amendments 
thereto and the Claytoa-Bulwer incu- 
bus. 
Incidentally sly hints are being 


threwn out (by way of inducing Great 
Britain to accept the new patchwork) 
to the effect that this government 
might transfer its affection from the 
jSTicaragua rsute to that of Panama— 
to which the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, it 
is claimed, does not apply. 
This lat- 


ter suggestion points to a promising 
fray out of the impasse. At any rate, 
none other is discoverable; for no 
treaty that Great Britain would be dis- 
posed te sign would satisfy the condi- 
tions proposed by the senate and none 
that would be ratified by the senate 
would stand the slightest chanca of 
being accept by the British govern- 
ment.

A rather unusual: accident occurred 


to Dennis Higgrins, a boy 16 years of 
agtr. last Saturday night, about mid- 
night, OUL tbe G- L. Breese farm.
